The force of this reasoning is not sufficient to over- 
come my objection to this enactment. The poliev of 
out law-makers, in my judgment, should be directed 
against promoting such a passion for gaming; if, as is 
claimed, it so generally exists, (which I am not willing 
to admit) rather than to foster and encourage it br 
legal license. Such.a system of laws has in the past 
exerted an unhealthfal influence upon public morals.

England abandoned the system years ago on ae 
count of the evils attending it. Public sentiment in 
nearly every one of the United States today is arrayed 
against the system, and itis prohibited by law and 
made a penal offense to even'vend a ticket or device 
which has the attributes or elements of a lottery. In 
very many of the States the constitutions absolutely 
prohibit the Legislature to authorize lotteries. Ad- 
vanced civilization all over the world has condemned 
the system as working a mischievous influence upon 
society. - 

The federai statutes expressly prohibit special legis. 
lation in the Territories by granting to any corpora 
tion, association or individual any special or exclusive 
- privilege, immunity or franchise whatever. What is 
an exclusive privilege or franchise if this is not? Can 
any but one corporation enjoy the benefits accruing 
from this franchise. Strictly speaking, a special law 
is such as is confined in its application to a limited 
nnmber, and a general law is such as is universal in 
its application. Do s not this act clearly fall within 
the inhibitions of special legislation, inasmuch as the 
exclusive privilege of filing incorporation papers, and 
the benefits accruing from the same are restricted to 
the special corporation organized under authority of

They organized‘ as such Board in the city of Phoenix 
on the .19th day of May, 1885. They advertised the 
sale of the bonds as directed..by the act,, and not re 
ceiving any bids-for.the entire issue, they proceeded to 
make sale of the same at private sale. Qn the 28th of

September, 1885, they- contracted to.sell to: N, E. Har- 
ris the bonds at 95.cents of their.face value, less three 
months interest, or, 981 cents of their face value. 
- ‘They also agreed, as shown by their minutes, that 
it Mr. Harris. failed to take the bonds, then Mr. 
Christy, the Treasurer of their Board, was to have the 
privilege of purchasing them at the same price. 
"On the 12th ,of November following, according to 
„their minutes, Q., Lincoln reported to. the Board that - 
'N E. Harris had failed to take up the remaining 90 
bonds, in compliance with the resolution passed Sep- 
tember-25, 1885. ‘The Board authorized Mr, Christy, 
in case of failure of Mr, Harris to take the remainder 
ofthe bonds, to purchase said bonds at price named in 
gaid resolution, i. e. 95 per cent and interest to Octo- 
ber 1, 1885. Wm. Christy reported through F. C. 
Hatch that he had an opportunity to sell the bonds at 
said price, and asked the approval of’ the Board to 
make the sale; which upon motion .was approved by 
the Board, and he was authorized to. accept the offer 
and complete the sale upon the payment . into the 
treasury of the Board the amount, allowing him one 
per cent commission in lieu of all expenses for making

' On November 19th Mr. Christy reported the bonds 
sold in accordance with the above resolution, which 
was for 2$ per cent less than the price fixed by law 
for which they could be sold.

- ings where ‘no business was transacted, and the Board 
meb-with no: ‘apparent object other than- to draw the 
per diém:allowed. 


The ‘executive order of removal was made on the 
` 15th day of May, 1886, at which time they had under 
their control, as‘shown by their books, the sum of 
$40,635.46, They did not surrender until the 224° of 
N ovember;' 3886; when they turned over to the Terri 
' torial Treamirer d balance of $7,000. 


"We fully believe from -the evidence given before 

- your committee. that. the Governor of the Territory 

had just cause in removing the old Board of Asylum 

‘Directors, and we fully approve and endorse his action 

in the matter, in which he. has been thoroughly sus. 
tained. by, the highest courts in the Territory. 


. In conclusion we state that from the evidence before 
ns we believe the old Board have been neglectful of 
their duty, and that their entire management was

Here law and order are pre 
served and the rights of person and property are pre 
tected.

RENEGADE INDIANS. 


Upon assuming the duties of Governor of the Ter 
ritory on the second of November, 1885, I directed im- 
mediate attention to the outrages committed upon p?r- 
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sons and property in the southeastern counties of Gra- 
ham, Cochise and Pima. Geronimo and other rene- 
| cade chiefs, with portions of the Chiracahua and 
| warm Spring tribes, had left their reservation in the 
| month of May previous, and had marked their trail 

through Arizona, New Mexico and Sonora with the 
atrocities that usually att2nd the predatory raids of 
| these bloodthirsty savages. impressed with the im- 

ortanee of the subjugation and removal from Arizona 
of these Indians, whose history had been a record of 
bad faith to all treaty stipulations, on the sixth day of 
December, 1885, in a letter to the Honorable Secretary 
of the Interior, I called the attention of the govern- 
ment to their many lawless acts, and urged that those 
on the war-path be pursued to the bitter end, that all 
terms of surrender be denied them, and that those of 
these tribes still remaining on the reservation be re- 
moved to some distant country where they could be 
securely xuarded and compelled to work. On the 20th 
of December | recetved assurances from the Interior 
department that “all the powers of the government 
would be exercised to give peace and security to life 
and property in Arizona." 

Instructions were given the Department Comman- 
der in accordance with this new policy adopt d by the 
President. When Geronimo surrendered to General 
Crook upon conditions, the President disapproved and 
instructed that the surrender must be unconditional. 

Upon the escape of Geronimo and others, Genera! 
Crook, at his own request, was relieved ot command. 
General Miles being appointed to succeed him, inaug- 
urated an active and continuous pursuit of the hostiles. 
giving them rest neither night nor day for nearlv five 
months, during which time 2,500 miles were covered 
by the main command, through mountain fastnesses 
and rockv gorges that heretofore had been to these 
Indians a secure retreat, until worn out, exhausted, 
and diseouraged, they w: re compelled to an uncondi- 
tional surrender.

GENERAL LAWS 


In order that our laws may cotform in their appk 


` cation to this enactment of the National Legislature, | 


respectfully ask that general laws be passed regulatin 


all subjects upon which special legislation is prohib 


ited; and particularly a law defining the duties d 
county officers, giving a uniform compensation in fes 
mileage or salary, and regulating the assessment o 
property. the collection of taxes and disbursement 
the revenues throughout the Territory — I submit: 
statement trom the counties of Yavapai, Graham ant. 
Cochise, where what is known as the salary bill hz 
been in operation for the past year. by which it wil: 
be seen that the fees -collected and turned into the 
treasury of t e e several counties by the county offici: 
do not.cover the salarie- paid them; from which i 
would seem that the fee system is less costly to the 
taxpayers, and of better service to the p- ople. 
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ASSESSMENT AND 1 AXATION , 


Close observation will readily demonstrate that by 
our present system of assessment and taxation much 
of the real and personal property of the Territory is 
undervalued, and a very large proportion of, the per- 
sonality is not listed for taxation. This imposes un- 
equal burthens upon the taxpayer who makes full re- 
turns to the assessor, Its evil effects go abroad and 
deter immigration and investment of eapital by de- 
priving the Territory of a fair exhibit of its real taxa- 
ble values. 


My judgment is that assessors should make the tax 
levy in every county, and that either the county treas- 
urer or sheriff should be charged with its collection. 
In some counties the sheriff does the assessing. in 
others an assessor. In several counties the sheriff col- 
lects the taxes, in others the county treasurer. The 
law should be uniform In order that taxation shall 
bear on all alike, the assessors should be appointed, 
not el ted, thus removing them as far as possible 
from favoritism in the valuation of real property. 


There should also be a Territorial Board of Equali- 
zation to review the assessments of the different coun- 
fies, and see that all prope ty is valued as the law re- 
quires, at its true cash value 


Under the present syst: m great inequalities are ap- 
parent; railroads are assessed in the different counties 
at from four to seven thousand doars p r mile, ca.tle 
at from ten to eighteen dollars per head, mules and 
horses at from twenty to sixty dollars, and in all other 
species of property there is the same wide difference 
iu valuation. The amount levied in the ditferent coun- 
ties for Territorial purposes has varied heretofore from 
ten to fifteen per cent, which, being in violation of the 
plamest principles of good government, constitutes a 
sufficient argument for remedial legislation. 
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COUNTY : COURTS. 


I also:call your attention to.the law'creating county 
courts ‘with co-ordinate jurisdiction with the district 
courts in the counties of Apache, Mohave, Pima and 
Cochise. These courts impose an additional expense 
upon these counties. In the county of Apache for the 
last two: years the cost of the maintenance of this court 
has been $6,729.00. There were tried “nine cases— 
four criminal and tive civil, three of the latter being 
divorce suits entered by default Taxpayers in every 
county have heavy burthens. It is our duty as far as 
is eonsistent'with good government to relieve them. 
Congress designates the number of our district judges, 
who are-paid in part by the Territory, but principally 
by the United States gove nment, and, upon proper 
representations, no doubt an additional judge would 
be. if thought desirable, given us; or the Territory 
could with great economy award the district judges 
additional compensation to assume the exclusive juris- 
dietion of our county court business, and thus relieve 
the people of the heavy burdens of maintaining the 
separate county courts 


COMPILATION OF THE STATUTES 


The statutes of the Territory were last compiled in 
1877 Since then many amendments have been made 
to old laws and many new laws passed, so that what is 
the present law can only be ascertained by a caretul 
examination of the different session laws enacted for 
ten years past. [therefore recommend that a com- 
mission be created to revise the laws, print and pub- 
lish the same for the use of the county and territorial 
officers, and supply, at à :easonable price, sufficient 
eopies to members of the bar and others desiring them, 
thus covering the cost of compilation.

debt which has been piled upon the taxpayers by a. 
travagance in the adininistration of their eonnty and 
Territorial affairs, the people themselves are in , 
great degreé responsible Under our form of govern. 
ment they are the masters; they elect officials to serv 
them; they are protected bv sound and wholesome 
laws, and it is the duty of every citizen to see then 
enforced An appeal to the courts would have pr. 
vented much of the evils of the past and have given 
us a better financial standing than we have. 

That publie attention is alive to the abuses of the 
past is an assurance that they will not be repeated in 
the future. In the meantime, it is our duty while en. 
forcing the strictest economy consistent with good gor. 
ernment and the honor and dignity of the Territory, t; 
relieve as far as possible our industries from oppres. 
sive taxation; to live within our means, dnd gradually 
reduce our indebtedness. 

As the first step towards the accomplishment of this 
most desirable end, I recommend that all flo.ting in. 
debtedness—Territorial, county and municipa—be 
funded, at as low a rate of interest as possible. 

That bonds be issued to cover al! warrants outstand. 
ing on first of January inst. and that hereafter war 
rants or evidences of indebtedness on the part of the 
Territory, or any county or municipality, be absolut. 
ly prohibited By paving eash the people rece've 
more for the money they contribute to the support of 
the government, and the discount on all warrants with 
the heavy interest they bear would be a thing of the 
p st 

The resources of the Territory. amounting undera 
Tair valuation to more than thirty millions of dollas, 
are ample to ensure the payinent of all bonds issuel 
for this purpose The Congressional law limiting 
Territorial, e;unty aud municipal indebtedness, give 
an assurance to investors fhat interest wili bo prompt 
ly paid according to the terms of the obligation, and 
that the principal will be paid at maturity.

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IRRIGATION. 


l- There is ne question of greater importance to the 
| people of Arizona than that of the control and applica- 
tion of the natural water supply. Article 22 of our 
bill of rights reads: “All streams, lakes and ponds of 
water capable of being used for the purpose of naviga- 
tion or irrigation, are hereby declared to be .public 
property; and no individual or corporation shall have 
the right to appropriate them exclusively to their own 
private use, except under such equitable regulations 
and restrictions as the Legislature shall provide for 
that purpose " By Territorial statute, section 1, chap 
LV, page 538, compiled laws, it is enacted: “All 
rivers, creeks and streams of running water in the 
Territory of Arizona are hereby declared public and 
applicable tu the purpose of irrigation and mining.” 
In section 3 of the same chapter it is declared that: 
“All the inhabitants of this Territory who own or pos- 
sess arable and irrigable lands, shall have the right to 
construct pubiie or private acequias, and obtain the 


necessary water for the same from any convenient. 


viver, creek or stream of running water.” Here, then, 
i3 grauted the right of appropriation for irrigation and 
mining. 

Our laws should clearly define the manner of ap- 
propriating, regulating and distributing the water sup- 
ph. The claim of a great agricultural and hortieul- 
tural country which Arizona advances is fast being 
conceded; with liberal legislation calculated to 
strengthen these paramount industries the future pros- 
pertty of the Territory is assured. There should, 
therefore, be no uncertainty respecting water rights 
and privileges California has just passed through an 
exciting discussion of this question The attempt to 
enforce the doctrine of riparian rights and to incorpo- 
rate it into the jurisprudence of that State created a 
popular revolt. Old settled communities that had 
been built up under the irrigation system were

threatened with destruction by the enforcement of the 
riparian system, and a ery from all arid regions of the 
State has gone up to the Legislature for the distribu. 
tion of the water so as to build up and enrich comm. 
nities in place of individuals. 

Now that our parched plains are fast being brought 
under control of the husbandman through irrigation 
it is necessary that the natural water supply shouldbe 
regulated by well defined laws governing its appro. 
priation and economie control. The future prosperity 
of this Territory greatly depends upon the wise soli 
tion of this vital question. Upon the speedy adoption 
of a definite poliey regulating it, rests the permanency 
of our agricultural and horticultural interests While 
organized capital is allowed to construct canals and 
take from the natural streams, lakes and ponds a sup. 
ply ot water, it should not be permitted to monopolize 
its us» for speculative or commercial ends. Water, 
like air, is one of nature’s offerings to the people, and 
no individual or corporation should be suffered to ar. 
bitrarily control it to the detriment of public or pn. 
vate interests 

Capital should be protected in all its vested rights. 
Capitalists should be encouraged to build canals and 
irrigating ditehes by the assurance that they will re 
ceive fair returns upon their investments: but the 
shoul! not be permitted to impose extortionate charges 
upon dependent land owners. 

The Territory should never surrender the'contrel of 
iis water supply: it is the people's heritage and should 
be controlled in their interest. The Legislature, by 
fixing reasonable charges for its use, can protect capt 
tal m ats mve-tments, by preventing exorbitant 
charges, can secure to the irrigator all his rights, by 
preventing waste in distribution, can extend the area 
of land subject to reclamation, by passing laws regu 
lating the question, and baring jus'ly upon all dr 
verse interests, giving protection alike io the capitalist 
who eonstruets the water-way and the land owner who 
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| takes the water therefrom, so that. each will feel secure

CATTLE INTEREST. 


The cattle interest is both important and flourish. 
ing.: It needs the fostering care of wise legislation 
without prejudice or discrimination, operating upon 
the large and small raiser without favoritism to either 
Millions. of dollars are vested in cattle raising; it 
pays a large proportion of our taxes, and is entitled to 
just recognition, protection and eneouragement such 
I doubt not it will receive at your hands. Among 
measures for the better security of this industry, sines 
it is. „admitted that the act of the last session appoint. 
ing eattle insp 'ctors, is oppressive and fails to givethe 
required protection, I recommend the passage of a 
quarantine law which shall prevent the importa ion of 
cattle from any district infected by contagious disease 
during the prevalence of such contagion The pas 
sage of such a measure would satisfy the demand of 
our cattlemen for legislative protection against thein 
troduction into their herds of pleuro-pneumonia, Texas 
fever: and other kindred diseases, which have inflicted 
untold loss to the cattle interes‘ in several States and 
‘Territories. 


ENCOURAGEMENT OF IMMIGRATION. 


The rapid filling up of the western States and Ter 
rito s by imm‘gration, the growing scarcity of de 
sirable lands in all parts of our country, makes the 
office of Commission of Immigration one of great im 
portance to the Territory, Tn no State or Territory 
ean the industrious hortieulturalist or agriculturalts 
secure an independence for himself and family upon à 
smaller acreage than in Arizona. Heretofore on a 
count of the lack of railroad facilities and the eve 
present fear of hostile Apaches, we have not received 
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| our just share of emigrants frum the older States and 
| Europe. Now, thanks:to the wisdom of, the present 
| national administration, all apprehensions of Indian 
F troubles in the future are removed; è the perfecting of 
| the railroad system by the construction of a narrow- 
É sauge from Calabasas, via Tucson and Florence, to 
Globe City, the building of a north and south road 
t from the line of the A & P., via Prescott and Phoe- 
| nix, to the line of the Southern Pacific, and a road 
| from Flagstaff through the forests of the Mogollon to 
Globe City, all of which we may reasonably expect to 
Í s e completed within the next two years, will open up 
| to settlement large areas of desirable land. In the 
| hands of an intelligent agent the Territory should re- 


ME ceive a large addition to its population in the near fu- 
E ture. 


| In my judgmen: the office of Commissioner of Im- 
| migration should be practically an intelligence office, 
; where all persons desiring homes couid receive infor- 
; mation as to where within the, Territory lands could 
E be secured by purchase or pre-emption, and the char- 
f acter and capacity of the soil, To invite attention to 
| the resources of the Territory by pamphlets and let- 
P ters is right, but a Commissioner should do more; he 
| should invite the co-operation of our trunk lines of 
i railroad in securing the settlement of lands adjacent to 
| their lines; he should bo in correspondence with emi- 
| gration agents abroad, and be prepared to present 
them with facts such as willinduce the colonization of 
| all lands adapted to farming and horticultural pur- 
| suits, 

| The prosperity of a State depends upon the number 
| of people that can be supported by the products of its 
| soil. Our Territory, where irrigation is possible, is 
| peculiarly adapted to wealth in small holdings, which ` 
| makes it an attractive country for colonists, 

With an effective administration of the office of 
| Commissioner of Immigration, I believe fifty thousand

Your attention is directed to this 
matter, that you may take-such action to make thi 
office what it should be, a power in the settlement of 
Territory, as your wisdom may suggest. 


TERRITORIAL: PRISON. 


The reports of the turnkey, physician, superinten. 
dent and directors of the Territorial prison are here. 
with submitted Your attention is directed to the 
reeommendations therein contained, The cost of main. 
taining prisonars has, under the very efficient manage. 
ment of the present superintendent, Hon. Thos. Gates, 
been reduced from $1 24 to 932 cents per day pe 
capita; but still remains a heavy charge to the Terri 
tory. The superintendent suggests as a step towards 
making the institution self-sustaining, that the wild 
hemp. which grows abundantly along the Colorado 
river, could be manufactured into gunny bags wi.hout 
interfering with anv other industry in the Territory 

That the labor of the prisoners could be utilized to 
make the.prison self-sustaining seems a reasonable 
supposition, and as to the means for employing itto 
this much desired end with as ii.tle interference as 
possible with the mechanical industries of the Terr: 
tory; I leave vou to determin: . 

The systeins of employing convict labor in the differ. 
ent States are four—th^ lease; the contract, the piece 
price and the.publie account systems. 

The former, which consists in leasing conviet labor, 
to be employed outside of the prison walls by civilian 
contractors, has no standing in any northern State ev" 
cept Nebraska. ‘The contract system is that by which 
the labor of the convicts is contracted to be employel 
in manufacturing different articles of handiwork, the 
prisoners being -ubject to prison rules and discipline, 
and the contractors furnishing the instructors raw 
material and machinery for the work, and paying 3 
stipulated per diem for the labor By the piece prie 
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slan,the contrac'ór stipulates ‘to ‘furhish "the: tools, - 
achinéry anc. ro'y material, paying'à fixed price for- 
ach article furnizhed. — The'publie account’systenr is 
heré'the Státe p^ovidés the necessary machinery, ` 
faw material, ete., cud employs the labor 'of "its' eonz" 
fiets for its own account, selling its product in the 
jpen market, and applying the proceeds to: the credit 
jf the prison. m 

| Your attention is directed to these various systems 

n the'hopé that such legislation may be had as will, 
kithout requiring additional appropriations, now ‘im- 
possible under the Congressional law limiting Terri- 
prial indebtedness, enforée" discipline; encourage `n- 
ustry, and by teaching convicts -some useful craft, 
hake our prison, as far äs possible, a reformatory in- 
titution for the unfortunates confined therein, while - 
It the same time by utilizing ‘their labor’ relieve the’ 
erritory from the present oi:2rous ‘charge of over fifty 
housand dollars per annum for its maintenance and 
jupport, 

| A careful examination of the contract and piecé ‘ 
price systems and the adoption of either, by the pas- 
age of a law conferring upon the commissioners power - 
b give the system adopted force and effect ‘within the 
mounds of prudent discretion, would probably work 
he needed reforms. 


PARDONS, 


E Annexed hereto, 1s directed by law, is transmitted 
| list of the pardons granted by me, by the Secretary ` 
the Territory when acting as Governor,” and by my 
. 1edecessor and the board of pardods, for the last two" 
ears. ` 
| In this connection I would suggest a repeal of the: 
w of the last session creating a board of pardons.. 
/nder the act referred to a board is created with at- 
endant expenses to the Territory to exercise the par: 
oning power which section 1841 of the: United States 
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revised statutes confers upon the Governor As the 
Legislature had, no power to transfer the executive 
prerogative, and duty thus conferred to a board of 
pardons, I have not, therefore, observed the provisions 
of the act creating it, 


ELECTIONS AND ELECTION LAWS. 


To insure a fair and full expression of electors at. 
the ballot-box should be the first care of .the law-mak.. 
ing power. Upon the purity of elections depends the 
purity. of free government. The people will not long 
endure tampering with the clective franchise. Our 
laws should, if possible, be so framed as to make 
frauds impossible, and to protect the elector in his 
right to vote for the candidate of his choice. That 
heretofore frauds have been perpetrated whereby the 
majority have been cheated; and by the dishonest 
machinations of political conspirators persons r. ceiving 
a minority vote have been installed into office, admits 
of hardly a doubt. 

The loose system of registration, the law admitting. 
registered electors to vote in any part of the county, | 
and the careless manner of preserving the ballots after 
election, seems fayorable to the perpetration of election 
frauds. The circulation of “bogus” tickets and the 
use of pasters oftentimes serves to impose upon thetoo 
confiding voter a man who is not his choice. 

Remedial legislation can correct present abuses and 
insure a free ballot and a fair. count. 

I respectfully call your attention to act No. 87 of 
the 18th Legis'ative Assembly, intended to disfran- 
chise members of the Mormon church on account of 
religious belief. It is a dangerous innovation by leg- 
islation upon religious liberty which has been the firm 
foundation upon which were builded the republican 
institutions of America, The constitution of the 
United States declares that “no religious test shall 
ever be required as a qualification to any office or pub: 


| 
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lie trust" Artiele E3 of the bill of rights is as-fol- 
lows: “The évi and pohtical rights of no person 
shali be enlarged or abridged on account of bis. 
opinions or belief concerning matters of religion; but . 
the liberty of conse'enee hereby secured shall not be 
so construed as to excuse the acts of licentiousness or 
justify practices inconsistent with the peace and safety 
of the people.” — - . 1 

The ballut-box is supposed te be the freeman’s pal- 
ladium, not the assizes for test oaths oi religious be- 
lie The enactment in question is bad in both law 
and murals. A man may beheve ia bigamy or polyg- 
amy, or belong toa church that so believes, but until 
he pats his betief into practice he has offended no law. 
Legislation sh uld control actiuns, not opinions, for as 
has been truly said, “that to suffer the civil magistrate 
to intrude his powers into the field of opinion, and to. 
restraih the profession or propagation of principles or 
suppression of their iil tendenex is a dangerous fallaev 
which at once destroys all religions tiberty, * * S 
That it is time enough for the rixhtful purposes of. 
civil government for its oTicers to interfere where 
principles break out into overt atts against peace and 
good order " 

Mormons, like other citizens, are responsible to the 
iaw for overt acts, but not for religious belief. 

If the regulation of religions faith is -within the 
province of legislation, then religious faith is left.to . 
the uncertainty of each recurring Legislative Assem- - 
bly, which in tarn may prescribe the Jew, the Gentile, 
the Christian and Mohammedan, the believer and the 
infidel. Religious toleration would be governed by-- 
the whims and creeds of vacillating legislators. Men 
cannot be indicted or convicted on account of their be- - 
hef, nor can you deprive an American citizen of the 
ballot on account of his belief. : : 

Every man stands equal before the law, each are 
amenable to its behests; all are subject to its injune- 
tons. It knows neither creed. color or conditions. 
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Its benefits and: penalties fall alike upon -all men: 

Witrin its benefitsrare guaranteed the ‘right of re. 
ligious belief and freedom of speech; from its penalties + 
none can:claim immunity for acts in violation of ity: 
mandates. The sanctity of conscience is inviolate 
Overt acts, ‘thouzh..based ‘upon religious belief, are 
punishable. If there be no law to punish bigamy or- 
polygamy, it would be our duty to pass one sueh' 
practices, revolting to the civilization and moral sent. 
ment of the age; should not be tolerated iñ -anv com. 
munity—being encouraged under ‘religious teaching: 
makes them only more reprehensible—but Congress 
by the passage of the Edmund's aet has defined the 
crime and:fixed the penalty. By the rigid enforce. 
ment. of this law, society is sufficiently protected 
against‘crimes of bigamy and polyzamy, which I un- 
derstand are no longer practiced in this Territory. But 
since the act:in question was passed to disfranchise all 
members of the Mormon church, whether polygamists 
or not, and is in violation of the organic law of the 
Territory; | recommend it be repealed.

EDUCATIONAL. 


The report of the Superintendent of public schools 
is herewith submitted. It wil be seen that there is 
an increase"in the enrollment. and average attendance 
during the past year. Twelve school districts have 
been:ereated, making a total of one hundred and thirty. 
Thirteen additional school-houses have been built 
There are: maintained in the Territory twenty-five 
grammar:and one hundred and twenty-five primary 
schools.: The appropriation for the past school year 
was fifty thousand dollars less than the previous year. 
Thezpublie schools were only kept open an average of 
one hundred and twenty-four days during the year, 
which. is a matter of deep regret to all interested in the 
material: welfare of the"l'erritory. It is admitted that 
the permanency of our institutions depends upon the 
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| intelligence of the people. Free public schools: are the 
| means of diffusing knowledge among the rising gener- 
| ation, and preparing the youth of.the land to exercise 
E with intelligence the duties of American citizenship 
E when clothed with its cares and responsibilities. 


Since intelligence elevates communities and restricts 
É crime, and ignorance degrades citizenship ' and fosters" 
I vie, itis our duty, as far as possib:e, to place within 
E shoreach of every child the means for obtaining a 
E good solid business education. Universities and Nor- 
E inal schools are all right and proper, but should not he 
f maintained to the detriment or injury of our pubie 
| schools, upon the eficiency of which depends the eda- 
| tion of the masses 


NORMAL SCHOOL AND UNIVERSITY 


The 13th Legislative Assembly appropriated for a 
B ‘icrritorial Normal School building, to be located at 
E Tempe, five thousand. dollars, and thirty-five hundred 
dollàrs for the paymerit of salaries and expenses of the 
| school for the years 1885 and 1886. In erecting ‘the 
| building the Directors-of the Normal School exceeded 
the appropriation, which excess has not beer paid. 

The parties who hold these claims have doubtless 
earned their money; the Territory has had the benefit 
of their labor and they should be paid, but I have not 
felt authorized to approve warrants where there was 
no appropriation to meet them. 

In this instance the act being ambiguous, vague and 
indefinite, it has been claimed that my interpretation 
of it was incorrect. I recommend that an appropria-. 
tion be made to cover this deficiency. 

The Regents of the Territorial University met and 
organized in the city of Tucson in November last, and 
elected Dr. J. C, Handy. Chancellor, . The land for the 
mstitution has been donated by Messrs. D. C. Parker, 
E B. Gifford and W.S. Reid, of Tucson, and the 
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bonds, twenty-five thousand dollars in amount, hay, 
been:applicd for. 

I respectfully suggest that as there are no high 
schools in the.Territory where a scientific course and 
preparatory course of-instruction can be taken, to gi 
our youths to enter college, the Normal School aw 
University could be well utilized for this purpose, 


MILITIA. 


As a result of the imperfect laws regulating it, the 
militia organization of the Territoy is in a very impo. 
fect state of discipline and effectiveness. 

There is sufficient martial spirit among our people, 
and it should be encouraged. At present I know of 
but two companies, those in this city, which ean in any 
sense be classed as military companies. 

A reorganization of the militiais of great impor 
‘tance. A law should be passed to make it at all times 
an efficient safeguard to the people. 

In my judgment this could be done without any 
great additional cost. 


THE INSANE ASYLUM. 


The last Legislature passed “an act to establish 
maintain and provide for the government of the In 
sane Asylum in the Territory of Arizona." 

By its provisions a Board of Directors composed of 
three members, viz: Oscar Lincoln, Madison W 
Stewart and Frank C. Hatch, who were nominated by 
ex-Governor Tritle and duly confirmed, assumed tho 
powers delegated them. Section 25 of the act provides 
fo an honorary Board of Directors, whose duty itis 
to inspect said asylum, to investigate the books, ac 
counts and doings of the Board of Directors and of all 
officers of said asy lum, and to make a report thereof, 
together with such suggestions as they may deem 
proper, to the Governor. | 
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The honorary Board.of Directors: met at Prescott 
April 22, 1886, at 10:30. A. M, at the office of 
the Governor; due notice having been given each of 
the Directors, and the Secretary and. Treasurer of.their 
Board, to be in attendance and produce the-books and. 
papers belonging to their offices. Director Stewart 
d.d not atterd. Directors Lincoln and Hatch were 
present, but had directed, as they adinitted, their Sec- 
retary and Treasurer to refuse to be present with the 
minutes, books, papers, etc. It was^ünder these ad- 
verse circumstances that the honorary Board attempt- 
ed the discharge of their duties. Questions were pro- 
pounded to Directors Lincoln and Hatch, some of, 
which they answered and many of which they declined 
to answer. Sufficient information, however, was 
githered to establish such facts as warrant d a report 
of the honorary Board to the Governor that Messrs. 
Lincoln, Stewart and Hatch “ħal been guilty of neg. 
lect. of duty and official misconduct, and that by open- 
ly violating the Jaw under which they were created, 
and by eatravagantly disbursing, carelessly guarding, 
and recklessly jeopardizing’ the security of the public 
moneys under their control,” made it their duty to 
recommend, as they did, their removal from office. 

A full copy of this report, accompanied with the 
testimony and exhibits, the proceedings on hearing be- 
fore me, and the executive order of removal is sub- 
mittel for your consideration. 

At the time these officials were removed. in con- 
formity with statutory provisious, the balauce sheet of 
William Christy, Treasurer, showed a balance on hand 
of $63,441.50. They refused to recognize the execu- 
tive order of removal and declined to surrender the 
building, books, papers or money in their hands to 
their legally constituted suecessors, who were regular- 
ly appointed to fill the vacancies occasioned by their 
removal, thereby compelling their successors to resort. 
to the courts for relief from their usurpations of office, 
A competent court in September declared them “usur- 
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pers of office,” and rendered judgment of ouster, from 
which they appealed, and which appeal has been dis. 
missed. 

Demands were.again made on them and their off. 
cers for the surrender of the boolis, papers and prop. 
erty of the Territory under their control, which were 
denied. Writs of mandate were applied for, and on 
the 23d of November, 1886, after a writ had been 
served on Oscar Lincoln and Madison W. Stewart, 
and after they had expended all the money in their 
hands except $7,000, which was paid into the Terri. 
torial Treasury, the asylum building, books, papers, 
cte , were turned over by them to the new Board, who 
on the 6th day of December, ultimo, appointed experts 
to examine the building,plumbing, gas-fitting, roofing, 
furniture, bedding, books and accounts. The report 
of the n2w Board and the reports of their experts are 
herewith submitted. 

By reference to the accompanying reports of the 
honorary. Board and the Board of Asylum Directors, 
it will be seen that Messrs. Lincoln, lfateh and Stew- 
art constituting the old Board of Asylum Directors, 
sold the bonds of the Territory appropriated for the 
construction of the asylum, $10,000, at 95 cents, less 
three months interest; and $90,000 to their own Treas- 
urer at 95 cents, less three months interest and one 
per cent commission; realizing for the first ten bonds 
93% per cent, and for nincty bonds 924 per cent, when 
the law forbid them to be:soid for less than 95 per 
cent of their face value, That all the bonds were sold 
at prívate sale, when thelaw required they should be 
sold after advertisement to the highest bidder. lt is 
asserted that the bulk of these bonds were resold for 
the aécount of William Christy, in New York in 
March last; at pav and accrued interest, which was the 
priee offered the Board for the entire issue, provided 
they would wait until Congress approved the law. 

The reports will also show that after adopting plans 
and specifications, the old Board concluded a contract 
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th Carl, Crowly & Abernathy, the lowest bidders for - 
| erection of a building in accordance. therewith for: 
o sum of $42, 99, and that w.thout. authority, of Jaw. 
fey subsequently made additional. eontraets;with these 
ies, Which increased the cost of building to $70, 
1092, A noted architect at Phoenix certifies that 
500 would have been a liberal price .for the work 
ine under these additional contracts, . The'reports of 
ic experts Who examined the building, show that its 
instruction was not in accordance with plans .and - 
i -cifications adopted, but that the mason, carpenter 
id plumbing work was all done in a slip-shod man- 
r, and the material used was in every instance of 
e cheapest and poorest quality. So that now the 
priitory has a building which will require repairs 
hounting to $2,500 before it can be of permanent 
ie. ‘That on account of its faulty construction it can 
er b» made such a building as the people had a 
wht to expect for the money expended upon it. The 
hiding and grounds are in a state of incompleteness 
hch will require the expenditure of several thouzand 
lars to make it suitable for the accommodation of 
msane of the Teriitory. ‘It wil be seen that - 
hereas the Jaw limited the compensation of the local 
irector to 2500, and non-resident Directors to $1,000. 
ich during the year or portion of the same enzag»^d 
the construction of the buildings, Oscar; Lincoln 
ew from the fund $1,831, M. W. Stewart$1,491.40, 
id F. C. Hatch, the resident Director, $2,285.53. It 
also shown that furniture was placed in the build- 
gata cost of $3,999.90, which competent experts 
praise at $2,806 75. 

The law limited the cost of the asylum, including 
tildings, grounds, furniture and all things necessary 
make it a suitable receptacle for the insane, to $75,- 
X; the Board expended $88,575, and it will require. 
o anona sums to make it what the law contem- 
ated, 


The'disgraceful history of the entire transaction is a

record of jobbery in wanton disregard of official pro. 
priety, decency and honor. 

Reckless of the pains and penalties which the lay 
imposes upon wrong-doers; regardless of the interests 
of bondsmen who eonfidingly indemnified the Termi. 
tory- against their acts; faithless to the people in whose 
service they were honorably commissioned, they def. 
antly usurped publie office, squandered with heedless 
prodigality the people's money, ignorcd the ju 'gment 
of a competent court of judiceáture, and masked behind 
the pitiable, infantile plea of partisan oppression, at. 
tempted tojustify their nefarious course 

The full power of the law will be evoked to restore 
to the Territorial Treasury all moneys misappropriated 
by these removed officials, and to make a healthful ex. 
ample in their pe:sons, by criminal prosecutions, for 
their utter disregard of law; so that hereafter it shall 
be known of all men, that in Arizona “a public office 
is a public trust;" that here the betrayer of public in. 
terests, the defiler of public morals and the defier of 
law, will be subjected to just condemnation. 

Owing to the action of these recalcitrant officials, 
the Territory has been subjected to the expense of 
keeping the insane pa‘ients’ at Stockton for several 
months after the asylum should have been in success. 
ful operation at Phoenix. By their contumacious eon. 
duct in resisting exeeutive and legal authority to re 
move them, they have proven an extravagant luxury 
to the taxpayers of Arizona, gts 


THE LAW NEEDS AMENDMENT. 


Upon examination, the act to establish and main 
tain the asylum will be found to be very imperfect and 
needs amendment. All Territorial institutions should 
be governed by general and well defined regulations 
` prescribed by law; fixing the salary of superintendents; 
limiting the number and pay of the subordinate ofi 
cers, and as far as possible designatinating their es 
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pecial responsibilities; providing for general appropri- 
ations of money for their support and for stated ac- 
eountings; purchase by advertisement of supplies, etc. 
In this connection reference is made to an act amenda- 
tory and supplemental to chapter XVI of the compiled 
laws, entitled of the Territorial prison, with view to 
ascertain if any of its features can be applied to the 
maintenance and government of the Territorial insane 
asylum with advantage to the public service, 


COMMISSIONERS, 


I have been solicited to appoint delegates to repre- 
sent the Territory at the American exhibition in Lon- 
don, and also to exposition in Washington to commem- 
orate the centennial anniversary of the adoption ofthe 
Federal constitution and of the discovery of the Amer- 
ican continent. To this latter exposition I have ap- 
printed Samuel A Henszey, Esq., a pron.iaent min- 
ng man of Yavapai, who is East and will represent 
the Territory without tax upon its treasury. I have 
made no appointment to the American exhibition be- 
cause it might entail some charge upon the Territory, 
and therefore refer the matter to you for such action 
as you may deem proper in the premises. 


REWARDS AND REQUISITIONS. 


There is submitted as an appendix hereto a list of 
the requisitions granted on application of Governors of 
other States and Territories; those issued for fugitives - 
from justice from the Territory; and a statement of 
rewards offered for the arrest and conviction of crim- 
mals since last report to the Legislature.
